Y ugoslavia 


SKOPJE, Yugoslavia (UPI) — 
Three new earthquakes struck de­ 
vastated Skopje today, sending its 
battered residents fleeing into the 
streets in panic once again but 
causing no further damage or in­ 
juries. 


However, Yugoslav rescue cen­ 
ter officials who announced no 
new casualties said they would 
speed up the evacu ation of tho 
city, wrecked by a catastrophic 
earthquake last Friday. 


They said there have been close 
to 200 tremors since Friday, but 
that most of them have been m i­ 
nor. 


Officials also said workers dug 
out the bodies of three more vic­ 
tims Wednesday night, raising to 
857 the total number of dead re­ 
covered. E stim ates of what the 
final death toll will be ran be­ 
tween 1.500 and 2,(HK). 


But officials said they had “no 
further hope” of finding more sur­ 
vivors under Skopje’s rubble. 


Officials indicated a complete 
death toll may never be known. 
They said: 


“We feel it is impossible any­ 
body who has not yet been found 
could survive."

Lower Bucks County’s potential 


community college moved a step 


closer to actuality last night — 


but no one was sure just how far 


it moved. 


The college received legislative 
blessing when a bill creating com­ 
munity colleges and allowing for 
state financial aid was passed by 
the state senate. The bill already 
had cleared the House and needs 
only the signature of Gov. Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton. 


However, authorities in Bucks 
County were not sure just what 
the provisions of the bill would 
mean to Bucks. 


Capital Outlay 


Louis Bender, assistant county 
superintendent of schools, point­ 
ed out that the legislation did not 
contain any provision for capital 
outlay funds from the state and 
also set aside all financial support 
on a first-come, first-served basis. 


Thus, communities that can use 
existing buildings would be able 
to start their programs first and 
others, 
which 
would 
have 
to 
finance and build 
the 
schools, 
could find tho supporting funds 
exhausted by the time they were 
ready. 


According to the legislation, the 
state is to pay one third of the 
cost of operation of such a col­ 


lege, the community is to pay one 
third and the final third is to 
come from tuition charges. 


Bucks County already has ap­ 
plied for its one-third share from 
the state, acting when the legisla­ 
tion first was introduced, Bender 
said. 


Buildings Available 


However, Philadelphia. Allegh­ 
eny and Montgomery Counties al­ 
so have applied and each of these 
counties is more likely to have 


buildings 
im mediately 
available 


than Bucks. 


Bender said that Bucks County 
has no empty school buildings 
that would be suitable. A private 
building donated for the purpose 
or a county-owned building might | 
be suitable, he said, depending 
upon regulations still to be set 
by the State Department of Public 
Instruction.

For Home Owners

WASHINGTON (U PI)-Congres- 
sional tax w riters have unani­ 
mously approved legislation de­ 
signed to make home ownership 
one of the best hedges that an 
American can take againsf infla­ 
tion. 
The 
House 
Ways 
& 
Means 
Committee Wednesday 
affirmed 
by a 22-0 vote an earlier decision 
to add special benefits for home 
owners 
to the 
across-the-board 
rate reductions in income taxes 
President Kennedy wants enact­ 
ed this year. 
The provision would grant a 
“once in a lifetime” tax break 
to taxpayers who sell their homes 
for a profit after reaching the 
age of 65. 
The Treasury esti­ 
mated that it would mean tax 
savings of $10 million a year to 
elderly homeowners. 
Approve Other Revisions 
It was one of a number of tax 
revision approved by the com mit­ 
tee as it began a final round of 
voting on a compromise version 
of Kennedy’s tax-revision-and-re- 
duction program. In day-long bal­ 
loting the 
committee 
approved 
structural changes in tax law that 
would net about $655 million a 
year in 
additional income tax 
payments. The biggest revenue 
producer—denial of U.S. tax de­ 
ductions for payment of state and 
local 
taxes 
on 
gasoline, 
ciga­ 
rettes, alcohol and auto tags—ac­ 
counted for $500 million of the to­ 
tal. 
Other 
revenue-producing 
revi­ 
sions still to be voted upon are 
'designed to limit the bill’s final 
•revenue loss to a maximum of 
.about 
billion after rate reduc­ 
tions for individuals and corpora­ 
tions are included. 
Under present law, homeown­ 
ers already 
enjoy 
special tax 
privileges. 
A 
homeowner 
can 
^postpone indefinitely paym ents of 
•taxes on profits from the sale of 
his home as long as he prom pt^ 
; re-invests the profits in the pur­ 
chase of a more expensive resi- 
_ dence. 
The legislation which the com­ 
m ittee approved Wednesday, is 
aimed at solving the tax problem 
which arises at the end of the 
line when the retired homeowner 
decides to sell his home and 
* either buy a cheaper one or move 
to a rented apartm ent or house 
-At 
that 
point, 
the 
committee 
agreed, the taxpayer should get 
a “once in a lifetime” tax break. 
Any profits from the sale of a 
residence by a taxpayer 65 or 
older would be tax exempt if he 
sold the home for $20,000 or less 
Under a 
formula which 
the 


committee approved, profits on 
homes selling for more t h a n 
$20,000 would be partially tax 
exempt. 
For example, one-half of the 
profits would be tax exempt when 
a home was sold for $40,000; one- 
third of the profits would be tax 
exempt on the sale of a home for 
$60,000: one-fourth of the profits 
would be tax exempt if the home 
were sold for $80,000. 
Such profits, 
since they are 
long-term capital gains, already 
enjoy favorable tax treatm ent. 
The capital gains tax rate now is 
one-half the ordinary income tax 
rate or less. The committee has 
already tentatively approved Ken­ 
nedy’s proposal to low'er the m ax­ 
imum tax on long-term capital 
gains to 30 per cent of the regu­ 
lar tax rate. 
Thus, both this proposal and 
the new “once in a lifetime’’ 
benefit for homeowners become 
law, a taxpayer who upon reach­ 
ing the age of 65 makes a profit 
of $20,000 by selling his home for 
$40,000 would have to pay only 15 
per cent of the tax rate that 
would be applicable if he received 
the same income from wages, 
salary or other earnings.

SEOUL, Korea (U P I'—Swelter­ 
ing American and Korean soldiers 
of the United Nations Command 
patrolled gingerly along the truce 
line today on guard against fur­ 
ther infiltration from Communist 
North Korea.

troops and Red infiltrators Mon­ 
day and Tuesday killed four North 
Koreans, three Americans and one 
South Korean in what has been 
called the gravest series of inci­ 
dents since the Korean War ended 
IO years ago last Saturday. 
Over the years both sides have 
filed thousands of complaints about 
violations of the truce. In the two 
weeks befort the latest series of 
skirmishes, five other North Ko­ 
rean infiltrators were killed. 
But the new’ series was the 
worst concentration of incidents on 
record and it occurred six miles 
south of the demilitarized zone, 
the deepest Red penetration into 
South Korean territory since the 
war ended. 
The UNC command said there 
was more firing Wednesday, ap­ 
parently warning shots by U.N.

m ine bill w'as in position for final 
Senate passage today following 
th at ch am b er’s rejection of one 
set of am endm ents which would 
have toughened the m easure and 
another batch which would have 
w eakened it. 
As it now stands, the bill calls 
for contour backfilling of all pits 
less than IOO feet deep, proposes 
a four-m em ber land reclam ation 
board to regulate restoration of 
larg er strippings, licensing of op­ 
erators, an increase in bonding, 
and perm its for each, operation. 


If 
passed, 
the 
m easure, 
de­ 
scribed by Gov. W illiam W. Scran­ 
ton as the "fairest possible leg­ 
islation” in its present form , will 
have to be returned to the House 
for concurrence in earlier Senate 
am endm ents

down the bill. 
Stronger House Bill 


The House had sent a consider­ 
ably stiffer m easure to the Sen­ 
ate. It called for contour back­ 
filling for virtually all open pit 
m ines and increased the land re­ 
clam ation board to five m em bers.
